Five  c^^ses  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  case  of  Puerperal  P:jTexia, 
seven  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  tv/o  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Ml  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of  a  mild  t^'pe. 
There  v:ere  no  deaths  from  Scarl-et  Fever. 

Influenza  vms  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  3^ear,  and 
there  v^ere  three  deaths.  Many  of  the  cases  were  complicated  by  the 
occurrence  of  Obtitis  Media.  These  cleared  up  under  treatment  with 
no  impairment  of  hearing. 

illness  due  to  the  Streptococcal  Group  of  Diseases  v;ere 
prevalent  in  the  winter  and  Spring,  such  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Frysipelas-
